“CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS) 
ACT  ” 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that,  by  Order  in,  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  2964,  approved  the  12th  day  of  December, 
1951,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has 
been  pleased  to  amend  the  regulations  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Contagious  Diseases 
(Animals)  Act,”  being  chapter  67  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  as  follows: — 

By  rescinding  Regulation  1  ( e ),  and  substituting 
the  following: — 

“(e)  ‘  B.C.  approved  ’  shall  mean  freedom  from 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases  under 
control.” 

Regulations  12  to  26,  inclusive,  are  renumbered 
as  Regulations  4  to  18,  inclusive. 

Pursuant  to  section  54  (2)  (/)  of  the  said  Act, 
the  following  regulations  are  made,  providing  for 
the  control  of  disease  of  animals  on  a  farm  or 
ranch: — 

“  Control  of  Disease  of  Animals  on  a 
Farm  or  Ranch 

“19.  A  farmer  or  rancher  who  is  producing 
cattle  for  beef  purposes  may  apply  to  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector  to  have  his  herd  and  farm  or 
ranch  brought  under  control  for  the  eradication  of 
brucellosis,  and  upon  acceptance  of  the  application 
the  applicant’s  herd  and  farm  or  ranch  shall  be 
subject  to  clauses  (a),  ( b ),  (c),  and  (cl)  of  this 
regulation. 

“(a)  The  farmer  or  rancher  shall  provide  for 
complete  calfhood  vaccination  against  bru¬ 
cellosis  in  accordance  with  the  regular 
Federal-Provincial  Calfhood  Vaccination 
Policy  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector  until  it  is  shown  by 
suitable  tests  that  the  disease  has  been 
eradicated,  when  vaccination  may  be  dis¬ 
continued. 

“(b)  No  animal  shall  be  brought  into  the  herd 
being  controlled,  except  upon  permit  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Chief  Veterinary 
Inspector. 

“(c)  Animals  shall  be  required  to  be  suitably 
blood-tested  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector  before  permit  is  is¬ 
sued  for  the  purpose  of  being  brought  into 
the  herd  being  controlled  or  on  to  the 
farm  or  ranch,  or  any  of  its  pastures  or 
ranges,  except  where  such  test  is  deemed 
unnecessary  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  In¬ 
spector. 

“(d)  Animals,  or  groups  of  animals,  within  the 
herd  being  controlled  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector  may  be 
diseased  or  possible  active  spreaders  of 
brucellosis  may  be  required  to  be  blood- 
tested  and  either  suitably  isolated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspec¬ 
tor  or  removed  for  slaughter.  All  reactors, 


when  disposed  of,  must  be  sent  to  a  pack¬ 
ing-house  for  slaughter  on  permit  from  a 
Veterinary  Inspector. 

“  20.  A  farmer  who  is  the  owner  of  a  dairy  herd 
and  is  an  active  member  of  a  British  Columbia 
Cow-testing  Association  may  apply  to  have  his  herd 
and  farm  brought  under  control  for  the  eradica¬ 
tion  of  brucellosis,  sterility,  and  mastitis,  and  upon 
acceptance  of  the  application  the  applicant’s  herd 
and  farm  shall  be  subject  to  clauses  (a)  to  (m), 
both  inclusive,  of  this  regulation. 

“(a)  All  cattle  in  the  herd  must  be  blood-tested 
for  brucellosis  as  required  by  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector.  Regular  blood  tests 
shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  as  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  In¬ 
spector. 

“(b)  Examination  of  all  milking  cattle  in  the 
herd  for  evidence  of  mastitis  must  be  made 
as  required  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  In¬ 
spector  and  in  keeping  with  the  require¬ 
ments  under  the  '  Milk  Act.’ 

“(c)  All  buildings,  yards,  and  equipment  must 
be  regularly  cleansed  and  disinfected  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector. 
“(d)  Where  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease 
is  found  in  the  herd  under  control  or  on 
the  premises,  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspec¬ 
tor  may  arrange  a  conference  with  the 
owner  in  order  to  deal  with  the  situation. 
“(e)  A  herd  being  controlled  may  be  placed 
under  quarantine  at  any  time  if  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspec¬ 
tor. 

“(f)  Where  reactors  to  the  agglutination  blood 
test  for  brucellosis  are  found,  such  animals, 
when  removed,  must  be  sent  to  a  packing¬ 
house  for  slaughter  only. 

“(g)  Where  mastitis  is  found  in  a  herd,  prompt 
treatment  must  be  applied  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  and  any 
incurable  cases  must  be  removed  and  sent 
for  slaughter  or  otherwise  isolated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Veterinary  Inspector. 
“(h)  Where  laboratory  services  are  deemed 
necessary,  such  service  shall  be  provided 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

“(i)  Where  brucellosis  has  been  found  in  a  herd 
being  controlled,  calfhood  vaccination  in 
accordance  with  the  regular  Federal-Pro¬ 
vincial  CalfhOod  Vaccination  Policy  must 
be  undertaken.  Where  three  complete 
blood  tests  have  been  made  over  a  period 
of  one  year,  and  if  no  brucellosis  has  been 
found  in  a  herd  on  any  one  of  the  tests, 
calf  vaccination  shall  be  optional. 

“(;)  A  complete  record  of  health  and  produc¬ 
tion  must  be  kept  of  all  animals  in  the 
herd  being  controlled,  such  record  to  in¬ 
clude  a  full  case-history  of  any  irregularity 
affecting  any  animal  in  the  herd.  A  com¬ 
plete  breeding  record,  including  heat 
periods,  must  be  kept,  giving  dates  of  ser¬ 
vices  and  number  of  services  for  each  con¬ 
ception.  A  copy  of  the  pedigree  of  any 
registered  pure-bred  animal  in  the  herd 
must  be  available. 

“(A)  Where  required  the  owner  shall  provide 
the  services  of  a  satisfactory  registered 
veterinary  practitioner  to  carry  out  neces¬ 
sary  treatments  on  animals,  or  to  assist  a 
Veterinary  Inspector  with  such  treatments. 
“(/)  Where  a  herd  and  the  farm  under  control 
is  found  free  from  contagious  or  infectious 
diseases  being  controlled,  the  Chief  Veteri¬ 
nary  Inspector  may  issue  to  the  owner 
thereof  a  B.C.  Approved  Certificate  cer¬ 
tifying  that  the  herd  and  farm  of  such 
owner  is  free  from  the  contagious  or  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  being  controlled.  Every 
herd  and  farm  for  which  a  B.C.  Approved 
Certificate  has  been  issued  shall  be  regu¬ 
larly  inspected  and  tested  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector,  and 
if  found  diseased  the  B.C.  Approved  Cer¬ 
tificate  issued  in  respect  of  that  herd  shall 
he  surrendered  by  the  owner  to  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Inspector  for  cancellation. 
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“(w)  Cattle  may  not  be  removed  from  a  herd  or 
farm  under  control  without  a  permit  from 
the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector,  except 
where  the  herd  and  farm  are  qualified  as 
B.C.  approved  and  in  possession  of  a  valid 
certificate.  No  live  stock  shall  be  brought 
on  to  the  farm  without  having  first  ob¬ 
tained  a  permit  from  the  Chief  Veterinary 
Inspector. 

“21.  An  applicant  under  Regulation  19  or  Regu¬ 
lation  20  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Chief  Veterinary  Inspector  that  he  will  abide  by 
the  terms  thereof,  the  Act,  these  regulations,  and 
all  directions  made  pursuant  to  these  regulations. 
The  applicant  shall  also  agree  that  he  waives  all 
claims  for  damages  or  compensation  in  respect  of 
any  animal  removed  or  destroyed  pursuant  to  the 
Act  and  these  regulations.”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  cither  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  ( I )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill
